A Garriſon of Sodidicrs is'by His Majeſties order put into New» 
caft {e,nader the command of the Earle of Neweaft/s, who ſhould have 
formerly fcized upon, H»//,if by the wiledom of the Parliament he had 
votbeen prevented. 
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The papifts in (9efire have lately,ina very peremptory manner,and 
in His Majefties name.demanded their Arms, taken from them by dire- 
Aion of both Hoaſes of Parl:ament, to be again reſtored to then, The 
Earle Rivers, lately a nutorious profc papiit, and ſtil ſuſpeRed to be 
apapiſt,although he now comes to Church, as many other dangerous 
papiſts do,on purpoſe, as is conceived, to make themſelves capable of 
imployment, is putinto the Commiſſion of Ong againſt Law, 
and theliberty of the Subje&t, which he hath executed with rigour, 
and hath committed divers perſons to priſon for refuling to ſubmir 
thereunto,contrary to the Law,and the Peticion of Right. 

The mouth of the river of Tine is fortified, whereby the whole trade of 
Newcaſtle for Cole or otherwiſe,wil be ſubje& tobe interrupted when- 
ſoever HisMajcſty (hal pleaſe,and the City of Zon4on,and many other 
parts of the Kingdom exceedingly burthened anddiftreſſed.

others the L, Dighy, a perſon accuſed ia Parliament for high Treaſon, 
who when he began co be queſtioned, fl:d ou: of the Kingdom, and 
adviſed His Majeſty by Letters to that courſe which he hath fince pur + 
ſaed , of withdrawing Himſelte from His Parliament to 'a place of 
ſtreagch,and that then he intended to come co him, and inthe mean 
time would do Him ſervice abroad. 

Divers other large preparations of warlike proviſions are made be-. 
yond the S:a,and ſhortly exp:&:d,bzfides great number of Gentlemen, 
Horſes and Armsdrawn from all parts of che Kingdom, & all theGen- 
tlemen in Terk:ſvire req 1ired to bring in theic horſes for His Mijeſties 
ſervice. | 


Sundry Commiſſions are granted for raiſing horſe, and divers Offi-, 


cers of the Army are already appointed. : 

Upon Munday morning being the fourth of 7vy, His Majeſty came 
toBeverley with an Army of a conſiderable number of Horſe and Foot, 
ſome Regiments ofthe Tcained-bands being likewiſe commanded- to 
be raiſed. | > 


Among the ſouldiers in this Army,thereare divers papiſts and other: 
perſons of deſperate fortune,and condition, ready tO execute any vio-, 


lence,rapine,and oppreſſion. | Some 
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. Some Troopsof Horſe are ſent into Linco/nfivre, to the greattervor 
of the wel aff:&ed people, who are thereby forced either ro forſak 
their dwellings, or to keep them with armed men. . 

They begin already to take away mens horfes by force.and to com- 
mit other a&s of hoſtility, and have uncivilly ufel, a Gentleman 
fent,from the Parlizment with a Letter to His Majeſty,

The Warre being thus by His Majeſty begun, the Lords and Come 
mons in Parliament hold themſelves bound in conſcience to ralſe For» 
ces for the preſervation of the peaceof the Kingdom and proteQibn of 
the Subj- &s in their perfons and eſtites,according to Law,the defence 
and ſecurity of Parliament, and of all thoſe who have been imployed 
by them in any publique ſervice for theſe ends, and thorow Gods 
bleſſing todifappoint the deſigns and expeRation of thoſe who have 
drawn His Mzjeſty to theſe courſes and counſels, in favour of the Pa». 
piſts at home, the Rebels in 1re/and, the forraign enemies of our Reli-, 
on and peace, 

In the oppoſing of all which , they defire the concurrence of the 
wel-diſpoſed ſubje&s of this Kingdom, and ſhal manifeſt by their 
courſes and endeavours,that they are catried by noreſpeRs bur of. the, 
publique good which they wil alwaics prefer before their own lives 
and fortunes; And hal ever be moſt earneſt in their counſels and en- 
deayours to prevent a Civil Warre; and thoſe miſerable effe&s irmuſt 
needs produce, if they may be avoyded without endangering the alte- 
ration of religion, whichlis the main end of thoſe who have been the* 
Authors and Councellors of His Majeſtics undertaking this Warre, 
and will neceffarily draw with it a loſſe of liberty , and ſubverſion of 
the Law of the Kingdom ſo thar it reſts onely that the free-born 
Engliſh Nation do confider whether they wil adhere to the King and 
His Parlament, by which they have ſo long enjoyed all that is deere 
unto them ; or to the King, ſeduced by Jeſaiticall Counſell and Cava« 
Iters.who have deſigned all to {livery and confufion , which by Gods 
bleſſing and onrgoyntendeavours may betimely prevented.

and kn ome ; And do promife and affure themthat every particu« 
lar good ſervice done or to be done by any Commanders or Souldiers 
ſerving,or to ſerve therein,ſhall be rewarded as ſhall anſwer the great» 
neſſe of this Kingdom,and the quality ofthe ſervice,
